An oil field reporter furnishes from 


Montpelier, Ind., the following inter- 
esting report of the progress that the 
oil Industry has made in the Hoosier 
state fields during the past year: 


"Burins tiic year of 1900. now clos- 


ing, there were 2.9C3 wells completed 
ia the 'Greater Indiana Oi! Field' at 
the nominal cost of ?1,600; represents 
an outlay of 54,740.880. _OI the num- 
ber completed there were 640 that 


<?~\~T& worthless for the production of 
crude oil, but in many instances they 
were gas -wells and the product utiliz- 
to good advantage. 
The loss on dry 


holes is considered only a small item 
as the material can be used in further 
'operations. This is an increase over 
the annual report for the year of 
1899, by 7-10 violls complete Tvhilc in 
failures there "is an increase of 123. 
This has teen the greatest year for 
development since the first oil and 
gas well was completed in tbe state. 
The season tuis be«n a profitable one 
to the oil people as the prices paid for 
the production have been such that the 
operators could make some money. 
Before this season the largest years' 
work in the state was in. 1895, when 
2,711 wells were completed. 
At that 


time the oi! production o{ the state 
was larger than it is at present time 
as the territory was fresh nncs the 
wells were in many instances very 
large producers. 
The year of 1901 if 


nothing happens, and the price re- 
mains good should1 make a 
showing. 


"But 
very few people aro awar? of 


the number of wells that have oeeu 
completed for oil and gaa ia Indiana 
since tte first well was drilled that 
mafce a good showing on tile Bryson 
farm, north a couple of miles from 
this city, in 1886.

wells have been completed in the In- 
diana field since operations first start- 
ed, and 4,505 were dry holes or gas 
w-ells.

There are wells in this state that nave 
been producing oil for the past dor.en 
years find arc still producing ciose to 
flve barrclH a day, which is a good rec- 
ord for any field. A few five- barrel 
wells will make a fortune for anyone 
in tinie. , There is one good feature of 
tho oi! business. One never hears of 
hard times at any point where oil is 
being produced. 
The inouey from tho 


business ia always in circulation, and 
there is no business tinder tho globo 
that wil! pay as good a dividend as the 
oil trade if one is successful in getting 
producing wells instead of dry holes. 
The facts of the case are tho mer- 
chants, supply companies, hotels, and 
every business in the oi! country are 
getting rich from the industry. The 
territory in the Pennsylvania field is 
about drilled up. as is the Ohio field, 
and tho operators will be compelled 
to take their choice between the states 
of Indiana and West Virginia. In 
the West Virginia neld it costs a small 
fortune to drill a we!!, and that will 
cause the small operators to come to 
Indiana, where they can drill three 
wells for the cost of one In tho east.

Att oil field reporter furnishes from 


Montpelier, Jncl, the following inter- 
esting report of the progress that the 
oil industry has made in the Hoosier 
state fields during the past year: 


"Duriag the year of 1900, now clos- 


| ing, there were 2,953 wells completed 
in the 'Greater Indiana Oil Field' at 
the nominal cost of .81,600; represents 
an outlay of $4,740,380. .Of the num- 
ber completed there were 640 that 
ewre worthless for tae production of 
crude oil, but in many instances they 
were gas wells and the product utiliz- 
to good advantage. The loss on dry 
holes is considered 'only a small item 
as the material can be used in further 
operations. This is an increase over 
tho annual report for the year o£ 
1S99, 
by 740 wells complete while in 


failures there is an increa.se of 123. 
This has been the greatest yenr for 
devetopmeut since the first oil and 
gas well was completed ia the .state. 
The season has been a profitable one 
to the oil people as the prices paid for 
the production have been such that the 
operators could make some money. 
Before this season the largest years' 
\vork in the state was in 1895, when 
2,711 -wells were- compl-eted. 
At that 


time the oil prodaetion. of the state 
•was larger than it ia at present time 
as the territory was fresh and tho 
wells were in many instane-es very 
large producers. The year of .1901 if 
nothing happens, and the price re- 
mains good should make a •wonderful 
showing. 


Bryua Bagged a 


- Kansas City, Jan. 7. — William J. 
Bryan passed through Kansas City on

The Delaware 
county -field is still young, but the out- 
look is good, attl the same can. be said 
of Marion county, where some good 
wells have been found near Broad Rip 
pie. The little pool in the western 
part of Randolph county will also Dear 
watching. The Grant county field 
is rapidly growing into prominence as 
is Huutiugton couaty. The southern 
end of Jay county has not been thor- 
oughly tested for oH as yet, as the 
roost of the drilling has been for gas. 
but is nearly -every instance crude oil 
has made its way into the 
wells. 


Adams county has a great future be- 
fore it in the oil pool opening up some 
over a year ago near the Ohio-Indiana 
line. There arc still thousands of 
acres of good undeveloped oil terri- 
tory in that county, that will be thor- 
oughly tested within tne next two 
years. Wells county still has con- 
siderable drilling territory, 
but the 


drill has been kept a going right along 
in that county for tho past several 
years, and not the older land Is I>e{ag 
drilled up. 
With dollar oil In this 


state a great many test wells wiuld 
drilled, but when tho price of the pro- 
duct is below 75 cents the cporato 
will continue nis work to the older 
field where he is sure of finding some-

there is nothing sure in the oil b'.:st 
ness, one can imagine that he is sure 
of getting a -.veil and should he fat 
he does not think so much of it, but 
should he go out and wildcat, and have 
an idea that he had a big pool ready 
to open up and get, a dry hole, then he 
naturally acts a little sore at everyone 


"The idea that the Indiana territory 


(iocs not stay has passed away. Some 
years ago nianj' would Bay that the 
w«lls were of a nashy kind and would 
not have any life, have changed their 
minds, as they find the territory to 
have a good staying qualities as any 
part of the Treaton rock formation. 
There are wells in this state that have 
been producing oil for the past dozon 
years ami are still producing close to 
Sve barrels a day, which is a good rec- 
ord for any field. A few five barrel 
wells will make a fortune for anyone 
in time. , There is one good feature of 
the oil business.

Additions Have Been Made to the S. 


S. Church. 


The Eort Recovery ehurch"case 


decided by Jndge Mooney in faror of 
the plaintiff Saturday, says a telegram 
from Celiaa. The congregation of the 
church of Christ at that place was 
split in twain over certain questions, 
principally over the use of ^an organ 
ia the service and the Sunday school. 
The plaintiffs on the one hand claim- 
ing the use of the organ as a part of 
their church services was not author 
ised by their organic law or character 
—the new :testament—also that Jhe._. 
new international lesson leayes used *' 
in the Sunday school was unauthoriz- 
ed as it gave no prominence to the 
peculiar faith of such church or con- 
gregation- 


These contentions, omong 
other 


things, divided the ehureh and a regu- 
lar Kentucky fued time was had. 
While one faction was busy expelling 
the other from the church, the other 
side retaliated by electing officers of 
the church. Thus tbe merry war went 
on and finally, after repeated conflicts 
over the use of the church house, the 
plaintiffs were expelled from the roll 
of membership and locked out of the 
house by the defendants. 


These extreme measures resulted in 


an application to the civil court by 
the plaintiffs and one of the most bit- 
ter legal battles held in the county for 
many years was begun. The case has 
been part of the legal history of. tbe 
county, not alone because of the num- 
ber of people connected, but 
the 


peculiar questions presented- for the 
decision, of the court. 


In his decision Judge Mooney held 


in brief that the ehureh of Christ is an 
independent congregation, which has 
adopted the new testament as their 
organic lavr; that the elders. of the 
church are the expositors of such 
charter and legaily diree* ths icrms of 
their worship; that the rule of unani- 
mity governs the actions of the church 
and such officers ;ind their charter, tbe 
new testament not directing the use 
of an organ in their worship, until the 
elders unanimously agree aud direct 
the use, it is unauthorized. The same 
is held in connection with the conduct 
of a Sunday school, tbe elders being 
the judges of the proper mode of 
teaching and conducting the same 
The injunction prayed for in the pe- 
tition was allowed anil made perpet 
ual, enjoining the defendants from all 
interference with the plaintiffs in the 
use of the church property for the ser 
vices of the congregation in such man-
